tfoa of the government &but It cannot add to 
ts explanation to the chamber of deputies on 
Thursday, and regretting that those explana- 
tions are insufficient, refuse to griuil the gov- 
ernment a vote of conlldencc and jms- to tbe 
orker of the day. 


This was adopted by :i vote of l."7 to 


77. T!ie senate adjourned until April 
22. Immediately thereafter the min- 
isters retired and held a council .at the 
foreign office. It is not expected that 
they will resign. A delegation from 
both tlie senate anil chamber of depu- 
ties have visited M. Bourgeois and as- 
sured him of their esteem and confl' 
dence. 


The cabinet decided unanimously 


that the vote of confidence adopted 
by the chamber of deputies Thursday 
made it the duty of the ministers tc 
remain in office.

vere present were called upon to stop the 
trouble. 


The meeting woa n triumph for Rev. 
leorge F. Hall, the paator, as he succeed- 


ed in having the following persons re- 
moved from the ofticiul board: T. A. 
Pritchctt, E McXubb, A. F. Boss, J E. 
Patterson, F. P. Howard nnd C. M. Lane. 
Po make bin victory more complete the 
remainder of the bounl engaged Mr. Hall 
is pastor of the church for an indefinite 
lime. The congregation by vote ratified 
he action of the board. 


About u month ago Mr. Hull wits re- 


quested to resign by the members of the 
ifficial board and w»8 expected to be out 
>y thirty days. A meeting was held in 
lurch when thcs congregation repudiated 
he action nf the board. There has been 
a difference of opiulou as to whether the 


board or the congrega- 
tion were the supreme 
power of the churcli. 
The thirty days luid 
expired and 
as the 


board insisted that Mr. 
Hall leave, a meeting 
was called to remove 
the opposing members 
of the board. 


There were over 1,000 persons present 


it the meeting liytt uiglit, and for a time 
hey were all wortod up to a liigh pitch 
if enthusiasm, so much so that the po- 
iee had to cool them down 


The manner in which Mr. McXabb, 


me of the oldest members of the church 
was treated, was discourteous He was not 
only treated with extreme disrcbpect but 
was made the victim of a physical strug- 
gle, a short time with W. W Day.

L question which is looked upon differently 
jy the members, but his gray hairs were 
not shown the least particle of respect by 
some of the people in the audience. The 
whole affair was deplorable and lea\ e.s a 
tain upon the church which will proba- 
bly not be soon removed.

The sermon which Rev Hiill preached 


led up to the question which was after- 
ward discussed. He censured people who 
were inclined to quarrel in their homos 
and in their church. He also suid that it 
did not mutter how a man preached the 
gospel HO long as it was the gospel. 
The 


methods of preaching it and the means of 
drawing large audiences did not matter so 
lone; us. the people were brought t« the 
foot of the cross 
Mr. Hall raado some 


rather pointed Binaries but his Hcnuon 
sunk into insignificance after what hap- 
pened later 


At the close of the sermon Mr. Hall 


asked that while the choir sung a song all 
tbose who would like to unite with the 
church to come forward, but none camp. 
Mr. Hall then stated that there was some 
business to come before the members of 
the church. 
The outsiders who wished to 


retire could do 10 HOW but he would not 
insist upon them leaviug the church. 
They could remain if they wished and all 
remained. 


Mr. Hall said, "I hope that the action 


that is now taken will be flual. I have 
here a paper signed by 500 members ask- 
ing that this meeting be held. It 
said that the last meeting was not legal 
because it was not called by the chairman 
of the board. 
If that is the case you have 


not had ten legal meetings in the past five 
years for the meetings have been called by 
the pastor or by mail." Mr. Hall then 
asked that Brother Humphrey state the 
business before 
the church and Mr 


Humphrey then read the following resolu- 
tions :

Christian church (Church of Christ) on

Howard and C. M. Lane, deacons. 


After the reading of the resolution! 


Rev. Hall said that he'would pray before 


the matter was taken any farther. He 
then prayed that the Lord would guide 
the members In , their actions and that 
nothing hut the right should prevail. 
At the close of the prayer Mr. Hall stated 
that the persona who wore changed would 
be allowed to speak and defend them 
selves but he requested that the speeches 
be made brief. 


Mr. McKabli'ti Defence. 


Ev McNabb, one of the elders who was 


thrown out of office, stepped to the plat- 
form. He said tiiat he was u man who 
was charged with a crtuio and ho would 
try to defond himself but that he ques- 
tioned the legality at the meeting. He 
said that while it might mean fun for the 
members of the congregation it mount 
death to him. Mr. McNabb then went

They strug- 
gled for the nobsession of the papers and 
Mr. Day finally pushed Mr. McXabb back 
igainsl theJJ'step, suutcheil the papers 
from his pocket and jumped from the 
platform. 
The action created a great dis- 


turbance 
The women cried, and our1 


who wus sittiu'g near the front took her 
wraps and rushed to the bock o£ the 
ihurch. Captain Muthcrsbaugtt and Olli- 
cer Keoppe wcro present and ran to the 
'rout to stop the trouble. Most everyone 
had risen from their se,itn and homo were 
.t.Hiding ou the chairs so that they could 
bettor sue what liappcncd. When Mr. Day 
left the platform he started for the north 
aisle. Attorney C. M. Lane and Consta- 
ble John Klrkbridge come together in the 
aisle and were wrestling with each other. 
Men rushed to stop the trouble and for a 
few moments it looked like there would 
be serious trouble. 


All this time Mr Hall presided on the 


platform and did not seem to be very- 
much excited. Ho asked the people to be 
quiet but no one heard him and he then 
suggested a soug. While the audience 
was yet in a hubbub and the police officers 
were separating the quarreling TIH'TI, all 
joined in singing, 


"What a friend we have m Jesus, 
AH our nius und griefs to beur.' 


The Police Prevail, 


The commotion was finally stopped and 


Mr McXabb continued with his defense. 
He spoke of having been the architect of 
tbc church and W. W. ?hockey called out 
that he had had his sliare in the building 
of the church. Mr. McXabb told how 
long he had been in the church, when he 
had been ordained, etc., until the audience 
had another violent fit of coughing, and 
Mr. Hall requested that the speech bu 
made brief, 


Mr. McNabb read the letter which had 


been sent to him notifying him of the 
purpose of the meeting. It was signed by 
Mr. Hull with a rubber stamp in red ink. 


"The signature," said Mr. McXabb, "id 


iu red. Do you know what that means?' 
Mr. Hall explained that it was a rnhber 
stamp which he used, but Mr. McXabb 
said, "I take it that it means McXabb's 
blood and Mr. Hall can have it if he 
wants it. But he must take it from my 
breast and not from my bock. The peti- 
tions were taken away from me.'' 


"You had no right to .them," said 


Brother Day, who was Bitting on the 
front seat. Mr. McXabb continued to talk 
but in a few moments he was interrupted 
by J. H. Crockett, who calledjfor the ques- 
tion. It ended in Mr. McNabb being lira 
itcd to flre minutes to finish his speech.

bicycle, both as a means of recreation 
and aa a vehicle. In spite of unfavor- 
able criticism by a few doctors, who 
have taken gloomy views of ull subjects, 
bicycle riding has been generally pro- 
nounced to be an exercise that cannot 
fail to greatly improve the physical 
strength, alertness, and general health 
of the rider. This being so, the insur- 
ance men ought to take into considera- 
tion the likelihood that cyclists will"be 
better able to avoid accidents in every 
walk of life with greater ease than the 
man or woman without such physical 
training. 
In a railroad accident, a 


street car collision or a hotel fire, the 
cyclist would be likely to show more 
physical courage and activity in sav- 
ing himself: and others than a man who 
has never mounted a wheel. A careful 
comparison of the statistics will un- 
doubtedly show that bicycle riding is 
less hazardous than riding on" horse- 
back, in street cars, on railway trains, 
or on steamboats. Fewer lives are 
lost by iti and fewer are the disabling 
accidents. The accident insurance men 
should reconsider their action. It will 
not do to set up an obstacle to the per- 
mnnent improvement of the race.—Cy- 
cling Gazette.

Coffee plants, says the: New York Ob- 


server, are usually ruised from boeds 
sown iu beds upon the mountains, 
where the thermometer varies from 55 
degrees Fahrenheit in v\ inter to 80 de- 
ffrei's in the height of summer. When 
they are two years old the small shoots 
are set out in rows six feet apart each 
vv ay. In three years they begin to yield. 
They are increasingly fruitful for 35 to 
'JO years and live for a century. The 
trees'bloom in February in Guadeloupe, 
t.he fruit ripens from Aug-ust to Decem- 
ber, but bloom and preen fruit and the 
ripened berry may be sometimes seen at 
once- during' the latter part of the year. 
The berry is red, of the size and color of 
a cherry; the coffee is made from the 
kernel or seed, which is divided iuto two 
hemispheres. 


This seed goes through a variety of 


processes before it becomes the coffee 
of commerce and is prepared for use in 
the delicious beverage which is known 


i all over the world. Most of the coffee 
of the French islands goes naturally to 
! France, but it is not so che.ip as the 
South American product, and its culti- 
vation is encouraged by governmental 
bounties. The coffee and sugar inter- 
ests do not conflict^ for the former occu- 
pies the highlands and the latter the 
lowlands.

various Hawaiian cable bills already 
introduced. It provides that the cable 
shall extend from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, thence to the Midway is- 
lands and to China aud Japan. 


The government is to make a sub-

A Bill Governing the Organization and 


Settlement of the Territory. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The house 


committee on public lands yesterday 
discussed the situation of affairs in 
Greer county, Okla., in view of the re- 
cent dicision of the supreme court of 
the United States taking it out of the 
jurisdiction of Tc>.as 
It was agreed 


that Chairman Lacey (rep , la.)should 
introduce a bill with the unanimous 
approval of the committee 
It pro- 


vides that actual settlers of March IB, 
ISSNi, should have preference rights to 
complete their homestead entries of 
160 acres of land, and within six 
months to purchase an additional 160 
acres, 
Twelve months time is al- 


lowed such settlers to remove crops 
and improvements from land not taken 
by them. Surplus lands not thus 
taken are to be reserved for entry by 
actual settlers under the homestead 
law. 


Town sites platted and improved 


prior to March 16, 18(16, shall be ap- 
proved by the secretary of the interior 
and lot holders shall be entitled to pur- 
chase at the rate of ten dollars an 
acre. Land within the town limits not 
taken within a year shall be subject 
to sale at ten dollars an acre. 


Sections 16 and 30 in each township 


are set aside for school purposes. All 
lands, not exceeding two acres in each 
case, occupied for church, cemetery, 
school or other charitable or voluntary 
purposes, not for profit, shall be pat- 
ented to the person in charge thereof. 


A land office shall be established at 


Mangum. The provisions of this bill 
shall apply to tireer county only, bui 
any future law relating to lands in 
Oklahoma shall extend to those oj 
Greer county.
